It was further instructed that· 
the move should be planned and effected to entail a minimum loss 
of production time. 

2. The following information is submitted regarding this 

(a) Three tractors and four low~bed trailers, plus· 
three vans, were used to make the move. 

(b) One International tractor and three trailers were 
obtained on a loan basis from the Army Air Force, 
WRAMA, Warner Robins, Georgia. 

(c) The distance from NOP Milledgeville to NOP Macon is 
38 miles and trucking had to be routed through the 
business section of Macon, Georgia. 

(d) The first truck load was received at NOP Macon on 
13 August 1947 and the last truck load was received 
on 11 May 1948. 

(e) A total of ~~ruck loads of equipment was transferred.

11,000,000 lbs. 

(g) Above included 375 production machines, two large 
cadmium plating units, and approximately 3,000,000 
lbs. of bar stock, plus miscellaneous material.

1. The Bureau is advised that severai buildings on this activity were fo~rly used in loading operations covering extensive use of black powder, tetryl, and gun cotton. These· buildings are in addition to Building 6 presently actively engaged in loading operations. Due to 
porous material used in ceilings and walls, repeated brushing and the 
washings down with water of all surfaces and ventilating systems in these buildings have failed to completely remove all traces of these explosives. This constftUtes a distinct safety hazard in operationao 
2~ Section 422, paragraph 15. of OP-5 Volume 1 reads as follorrs: 

"Dusts shall be brushed or vacuumed as frequently as it a.oou:rnulates."· 

The revision of this section and paragraph further reads: 
"Black powder dust shall be brushed or washed down frequently in order to prevent hazardous accumulations. Under no oirOU!IlStanoes shall a vaouum dust collecting or a vacuum cleaning syetam 'be used for black pcrwder dust remove.l. 11

1. Reference (a) requested that Ma3a-1 (GAO) ascertain necessity of requests for items contained in reference (b). 
2. The current 4 inch steam line used to head buildings 5A, 5B, and 50 (now the inert metal parts manufacturing shops) is inade­quate to heat these buildings during an extended cold snap or dur-ing a normal winter at Macon, Georgia. Buildings 5A, 5B, and 50 are poorly insulated having been converted from inert storage ware­houses to metal parts manufacturing shops. The 6 inch steam line is a definite necessity for the operation of NOF Macon, and it is recommended that NOP Macon be requested to complete the installa­tion prior to November 15, 1950. The cost of this project ($2,650.00) is substantially for heavy labor for trench digging and plumbers and welders. (TOTAL 2,000 manhours to complete project.) 
3. The completion of the laboratory in order to install labora­tory equipment received from NOF Milledgeville during consolidation move is not recommended. Present Laboratory facilities are more than adequate for the one chemist on the station and any contem­plated teet program for the projee~ed workload. The building is now being worked on, however, and 12 weeks will be required to com­plete the job. The immediate discontinuance of this project would facilitate installation of urgently needed Lindberg furnace and the steam line. 

4. rt is recommended that the NOP Macon be informed by NTX of the Bureau's desires at an early date.
